The Town of Lyme 2015 Plan of Conservation and Development, based upon a survey of all the citizens
of Lyme, states “Lyme residents have a strong appreciation for the natural resources that bless the area.

This bill would allow the residents of Lyme to raise money to acquire more open space and to steward
the land that the town has already protected as open space. The money that is collected from this
conveyance fee would remain in the community to be used to preserve the rural character of the town
that is so prized by the residents and visitors.
